On the 14tli November, 1905, £107,296 15s. 3d., the unexpended 
balance of the Ireland Development Grant Account was trans- 
ferred to an interest bearing account in the Bank of Ireland. A 
sum of £881 Is. was, on 2nd January, 1906, refunded by the 
Commissioners of National Education, being an unexpended 
balance on the sum advanced to them for payment of Assistant 
Teachers to 31st March, 1905. 

On 16th February the balance, £71,301 8s. 5 d. of the Vote of 
£185,000, for 1905-6, remaining in the Vote Account was 
transferred to the Guarantee Fund Account. 

On 22nd February, £71,616 17s. Id., balance of the Vote for 1905-6, 
was transferred to the interest bearing account in the Bank of 
Ireland.
